3. Members of the XAC were asked to telephone to 0KB 
their concurrence in or comments cat the proposal. To date, 
unqualified concurrences hare been received from State and Jiscvy. 

Air Force agreed generally but had reservations regarding the 
authority of th® assumptions. JIG raised the critical questions 
should the XAC undertake an estimate based on assumptions pre- 
pared by on© Service without reference to either the JOS or 

the 8SC? 

4. The Board believes that the estimate proposed by G-2 
(a) cannot be done without assumptions, and (b) should not Is© 
done unless the assumptions have been approved either by the 
Joint Benner a, or by the BSC Hanning Board.

That you discuss this matter of principle with General 
WUlems and request that ho undertake to dear Ms assumption® 
with the JOS Haaners or the BsC Hanning Board ’before the estimate 
is formally undertaken by the IAC.
